Jordan had ever kissed her be- 
fore the one time that she testi- 
fied Monday he did while they 
were both being Questioned after 
their arrests. She stated that he 
never had. 


The defendant denied that she 


had told Warren Allender, feder- 
al agent, that she and Jordan 
had planned to get rid of Cole for 
three weeks before his death; she 
denied telling Indianapolis de- 
tectives that she did not know 
Jordan, and 
P.ISO refuted em- 


phatically otiier incriminating 
statements she was charged with 
having made to Indianapolis po- 
lice. Hancock county officials and 
other people. 


The young widow stated that 


she and Cole v/ere never separat-, 
ed and denied ever saying" that" 
they had been virtually separ- 
ated for a long period of time. 


When cross-examined 
about 


various incriminating statements 
she was alleged to have made to 
officers about details connected 
with the actual shooting of her 
husband in the lonely lane near 
New Palestine, she made com- 
plete denials.

The majority against the death 
penalty probably will exceed 60.-

600,000 votes cast in the referen- 
dum have been counted. 


With returns tabulated from 


2,291 of the state's 3,407 pre- 
cincts, the majority against the 
proposal had reached 42,175, the 
vote being: for. 183,056; against, 
225,231. 


Two other • proposed amend- 


ments to the constitution also 
appeared to- have been voted 
down. One of these would have 
empowered the state to aid in the 
mprovement of airplane landing 
fields. In 1,801 precincts, the vote 
on this proposal stood: for, 142,- 
820: against, 181,908. 


The second proposed amend- 


ment would have authorized the 
state to issue refunding bonds, 
ii 1821 precincts it received 130,- 
503 favorable votes and 167,189 
negative ballots.

and Jordan, testified that - Mrs. 
Daisy Munday had told the 
grand jury that at.a certain par- 
ty attended by Jordan and Mrs. 
Cole, "Jordan passed the bottle 
around and we all took a drink." 


John Nigh, ex-sheriff of Han- 


cock county, said he had never 
heard Prosecutor Bussell threat- 
en Mrs. Cole with the electric 
chair and that, as long as he was 
in the room, there was no im- 
proper conduct or language used 
jy officials when they were inter- 
rogating Mrs. Cole and Jordan. 


C<tirt adjourned at 11:40 until 


1 o'clock. 


After a few state rebuttal wit- 


nesses took the stand after the 
afternoon session opened, the 
;estimony was completed and 
inal arguments were started at 
2 o'clock. Albert Stevens, Rush 
county prosecutor, gave the first 
argument for the state.

Washington (A.P.)—President 


Hoover's visit to Porto Rico and 
the Virgin Islands, closely fol- 
lowing the. request of the de- 
partment ol the interior for aid 
to improve native agriculture, 
centers attention on the chief 
Industry of insular possessions in 
the Caribbean. 


Farming there, still primitive 


to a degree, is moving swiftly to- 
ward methods of the mainland. 


Farmers who once produced 


little more than sugar cane and 
bay oil not only are learning to 
meet "their own requirements in 
food crops, but also to produce 
winter vegetables for New York 
and eastern markets. 


Sugar cane still is the chief 


product of both Porto Rico and 
the Virgin Islands, but produc- 


tion is not expanding. Through 
influence of federal agricultural 
experiment stations, Porto. Rico 
is turning attention to dairying 
and livestock, and the Virgin Is- 
lands to vegetables and fruits. 


Prof. J. R. Ricks, former direc- 


tor of the station at Starkville, 
Miss., has been appointed to the 
station on St. Thomas island, 
and the Mayaguez station in Por- 
to Rico is in charge of T. B. Mc- 
Clelland. 


The Porto Rican station has an 


annual appropriation from con- 
gress of $59,000 and the Virgin 
Islands station $29,000. 


With the transfer of insular 


possessions from navy to interior 
control, the department of agri- 
culture sent a chemist and a for- 
ester 'to the Virgin Isands at re- 
quest of Secretary Wilbur. 


Extreme prevalence of the fe- 


ver tick in Porto Rico and the 
Virgin Islands is given as one of 
the chief drawbacks to 'the pro- 
duction of dairy" and beef cattle, 
but eradication has been started. 


In addition to the introduction 


of poultry, the stations are em- 
phasizing sweet potato 
culture 


and wider use of > improved vari- 
eties of tropical fruits and vege- 
tables.
